PORK AND BACON. 


- 


PIG DISTRIBUTION IN THE 
FREE STATE. 

Adjoining the Sandymount Hall, where the 
Educational Exhibit of the Department of 
Agriculture and University College, Dublin, 
is staged, those interested in the pork and 
hacon trade will find a mine of information. 
There are sides of bacon which clearly indi- 
cate what to produce and what to avoid. No 
one wants soft greasy bacon, and for the pro- 
duction of the right type the Department of 
Agriculture recommend the Irish Large White 
pig. A map showing the distribution of pig 
stocks indicates that Co, Cork has 153 pigs 
per thousand acres of crops ard pasture, 
Kerry 159, Monaghan 128 and Cavan 122, 
whereas the Co. Meath has only 25 pigs per 
thousand acres of crops and fasture. 

Returns for 1930 indicato that while the 
Irish Free State carries an average of 89 

igs per 1,000 acres of crops and pasture, 
Halland carries 354 and Denmark 723. Also 
to be seen here are diagrams showing the 
growth of the fresh pork and lan.» trades, 
and the possibilities of both. 

Several fleeces are displayed with a view 
to exposing the tricks adopted in the market- 
ing of wool by unscrupulous sellers, and to 
point out the damage to the industry which 
such practices involve 

In the plant-breeding section the heavy 
cropping qualities of Glasnevin Sonas oats are 
well brought out, while another section is de- 
voted to diseases and pests of crops and their 
treatment,

JURY DISAGREE IN A CASE OF 


ROBBERY. 
(BEFORE JUDGE birt 

Fdward Byrne, a young man, pleaded not 

uilty to breaking into the premises of 
Messrs. T. R. Scott, Ltd., 33 Upper Abbe 
street, Dublin, on the night of the 12th-15t 
April last, and stealing therefrom a spectro- 
scope; value 22s., and an antique snuff box. 

Detective Fennell identified a piece of wood 
(produced) as that on which he found certain 
finger-prints in Messrs. Scott's. He had the 
piece of wood sawn from the main block and 
sent it to the police finger-print expert. 

Photographs of the finger-prints were then 
produced by Timothy Herlihy, a warder in 
Mountjoy, who swore that they were those of 
the accused man, and that they had been 
taken while he was in custody. 

Sergeant McNamara, of the Civic Guard 
Dépét, a finger-print expert, compared the 
photographs with the prints left on the wood, 
and stated that the finger-prints had been 
made by the same person. 

Byrne, who was not professionally repre- 
sented, said that when the sergeant arrested 
him he told him that he had been to the 
pictures with two other young mán on the 
night of the robbery. The sergeant said that 
he would Jook up the other two, but he had 
not done so. 

The jury disagreed, and the prisoner was 
put back.

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What promises to be one of the most 
interesting ventures in the London theatre 
has been initiated, 1 see, by "'r. Charles 
Macdona, under the title of The London 
Playgoers’ League. The first production 
under the League s auspices will be given 
this week, when Shaw’s ‘‘ Pygmalion ” 
will be presented at the Kingsway Theatre, 
The idea underlying the League is that a 
playgoer may become a member by paying 
an annual subscription of five shillings, 
and for that small sum he can have seats 
in the theatre for half the usual prices. 
It is an attempt to secure a permanent 
audience for a repertory system, and Mr. 
Macdona claims that he was a pioneer of 
the guild system in the theatre with a 
subscription scheme many years ago. 

It is not generally known in Dublin, 
although Mr. Macdona’s Shaw companies 
are so very familiar, that he is himaéelf 
a native of Dublin. He made his first 
appearance on the stage in Edinburgh in

appeared in London three years later. For 
many years now his name has been promi- 
nently associated with Shaw plays, and he 
has had several companies touring in these 
Play throughout the British Isles.

“ The Fair Geraldine.” 


I recently came across a copy of a letter 
written by “ the fair Geraldine,’’ of whom 
Surrey sang in the year 1554 :-— 

‘Her beauty of kind, her virtues from 

above, 

Happy is he that can obtain her love.”’ 
Elizabeth Fitzgerald, “the fair Geral- 
dine,” was the daughter of Gerald, the 
ninth Earl of Kildare, by his second wife, 
Lady Elizabeth Grey. Born in Ireland in 
1527, she went to the English Court while 
still a child, and was for some time the 

laymate of Princess (afterwards Queen) 
Mary. She married twice, her second 
husband being Lord Clinton, subsequently 
created Earl of Lincoln. She died in 
1589, and was buried in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor. 

Her letter, written to Dr. Caesar, Judge 
of the English Admiralty Court, runs :— 
‘‘ Whereas you writ unto me to be god- 
mother to your daughter lately born, I 
am well content to yield to your desire. 
.... Í have willed... . to deliver you 
a piece of plate from me, which I pray 
you to accept of me as your friend’s 
ent . .. . Your loving friend, Elizabeth 

incoln.’”’ 


Professor William Brown. 


One of the most enthusiastic advocates 
of Esperanto, as I am told, is Professor 
William Brown, who was until recently 
head of the Physics Depart nent of the 
Royal College of Science for Ireland. 
Born in Scotland, where he studied under 
Lord Kelvin, and graduated at Glasgow 
University, Professor Brow. came fo 
Dublin at an early age, and has remained 
here ever since. He is an accomplishel 
linguist, but believes that Esperanto is 
the future language of the world. Re- 
cently he told me that Esperanto has got 
a firm hold in Central European 
countries, where the language problem 
presents extreme difficulties; and in the 
East, particularly in Japan, it has made 
great strides. A not unusual character- 
istic of this versatile Scotsman is that, 
despite his forty years’ absence from his 
native country, he has never lost the 
pleasant accent of the North Briton.

Angles of Palmistry.

A man of remarkable attainments is M. 
Paul Painlevé, whose chances many fancy 
in the forthcoming election of a new Presi- 
dent of France. He first won distinction 
as a mathematical prodigy, writing a recon- 
dite treatise on higher mathematics, which 
has become a standard work, when he was 
only sixteen. He gained a professorship 
at Lille University when he was twenty, 
and soon after turned his attention to en- 
gineering and aviation. 

He was one of the first to fly with 
Wilbur Wright on his experimental flights 
in France. Though, on, gaining election 
to the Chamber, he was jeered for 
prophesying that aircraft would play a 
big part in the next war, he stuck to his 
contention, and sketched a plan for 
equipping France with an adequate Air 
Force. The plan was ultimately adopted. 
M. Painlevé, who was Minister for War 
and, for a brief while, Prime Minister 
during the critical days of 1917, came 
within an ace of election to the Presidency 
on the resignation of M. Millerand.,

Gnats. 


That interesting, but highly objection- 
able, insect, the common gnat, has been 
causing, I notice, a lot of trouble in County 
Antrim. If there should happen to be fine 
weather and a favourable breeze when 
gnats are emerging from the pupa stage, 
it is not unusual for hugh swarms of them 
to float round the country, often settling 
in houses and causing great disturbance 
to the occupants. Fortunately, the showers 
of April destroy a great many newly-born 
gnats by wetting their wings before they 
have fully emerged from the pupa-skin, 
with the result that they fall back into 
the water and are drowned. Huge swarms 
of these insects, resembling clouds of 
smoke, are sometimes to be seen in the 
Fen district of Norfolk, where they cause 
great annoyance to residents, who have to 
provide special curtains to cope with the 
invasion. It is said that on one occasion 
an alarm of fire was raised at Salisbury 
on account of the dense black columns of 
gnats swarming around the cathedral 
spire. The male gnat is a comparatively 
harmless insect, which passes most of its 
short life drinking nectar from the flowers 
and dancing in the sunlight, but the 
female spends her days and nights in the 
relentless pursuit of men and animals in 
order to suck their blood. The familiar 
high note which she produces by the rapid 
vibration of her wings serves to attract 
the male, the hairs of whose antenne, 
according to Darwin, vibrate’ in unison. 
It is quite remarkable how many people 
are ready to believe that they have been 
bitten’ by mosquitos when the common 
female gnat, and not her tropical relative, 


is to blame.

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Secretarv, in presenting his annual repott, 
said that he deeply regretted to announce 
the resignation, owing to ill-health, of the 
Rev. John H. Ritson, D.D., who had heen a 
faithful member of the Society for thirty- 
one years. During the year 1950-351 87,342 
Bibles had been circulated in Ireland, com 
pared with 83,654 in the year 1929-30. Those 
who helped the Society during the year 
deserved sincere thanks. 

Mr. R. C. Booth, B.A.I., who presided, 
said that the Society was not a thing of the 
past, and that they should look forward for 
a bright future and diligent work. 

The Rev. W. H. Bass, B.D., home super- 
intendéent of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, in his address, said that during 
the past year the Bible had been published in 
fourteen new languages. This was a 
“record”? number for a single year, and 
brought the number of languages in which 
the Bible was printed up to 644. Circulation 
showed a drop during the year. During the 
previous vear the number of Bibles circulated 
throughout the world was 12,875,000, and 
this year 11,800,000 had been circulated, 

The chief reason for the decline in circula- 
tion was due to the drop in circulation im 
China. Excepting last year’s figures, how- 
ever, the latest figures were a “‘record”’ for 
all the 125 years that the Society had been 
in existence, and they had no reasen to be 
discouraged. Last year, he said, over 
5,000,000 Bibles were circulated in China, 
and this figure was enormous, considering 
the trouble that that country was experienc- 
ing with Communists and bandits. This 
vear the figures for China had dropped by 
over half a million, but there was some foo 
for comfort in the fact that they circulated 
in China 4,500,000 Bibles. 

India had shown a greater demand for the 
Scriptures, and it was gratifying to state that 
in the Latin countries the number of Bibles 
circulated had increased very considerably.

A fellow-worker stated that m a conversa 
tion he had with Cronin the previous eve! 
ing Cronin stated that the pit was ver) 
dangerous, and he asked the witness to give 
it a few “clouts” of the pickaxe for him 
Witness picked out about a half load of sand 
for the deceased man. They spoke about 
again the following day, and the deceased 
man said that the top of the cliff ought to be 
cleared. Witness spoke to the foreman about 
it, and he asked the owner of the land for 
permission to clear away at the top of the 
cliff. Permission had heen given when the 
pit fell in. The deceased man was a County 
Council worker. He leaves a widow and four 
children. 

The verdict returned by the jury was “that 
the deceased man died of suffocation through 
a large quantity of earth falling on him acct- 
dentally while working in a sand pit for the 
Cork County Council.” : 

The jury added that the Cork County 
Council should, through their responsible 
officers, see that adequate precautions are 
taken in the working of sand pits to prevent 
loss of life or injury to their workers.
